Diamond Worth Many Millions. 


Largest One Ever Found, Dug Up at 
Johannesburg, 


Johannesburg, Jan, 27.—The largest 
diamond ever found has been dug out 
of the Premier Mine here. _ It weighs 
8,080 karats (25 ounces). Nothing is 
said nor can it be known of what the 
size or yalue of the diamond really is 
until it has been cut,but as a diamond 
in the rough it is easily champion. 
The largest rough diamond hitherto 
found was.in Brazil, in the eighteenth 
century. It weighed 1,680 karats, or 
14 ounces, was sent to the court of 
Portugal, to which nation Brazil then 
belonged, and was variously valued 
by experts away up in the millions. 
But it turned out to be worth only 
$2,000,000, as it was not brilliant. 


Extracting Gold from Sea Water. 


Long-Sought Solution of the Problem 
Found. 


London, Saturday, Jan.28,—Accord- 
ing to the Daily News, the long-sought 
solution has been found of the prob- 
lem of extracting gold from sea water 
by a commercial and profitable meth- 
od. The process, which is described 
as resembling that used in the mines 
of the Witwatersrand, was submitted 
to Prof, Ramsay, who has just report- 
ed on it in terms that leaye no room 
for doubt of its success, One result of 
the report is that the shares of the 
syndicate owning the patent,lately of 
the value of $5, are now changing 
hands at $350.

Candle Tallow.

; hous aromatic juice with which the) 
/wood is sometimes gorged. ‘This, 
resin or agar, as it is colloquinally | 
termed, is used for its perfume and: 
supposed medicinal properties. It is 
very costly and is used both for in- 
cense in religious and other ceremon-| 
ials, and also in the preparation of 
a perfume called agar attar, which} 
is practically as costly as attar of; 
roses. The most interesting feature 
in connection with the aloe wood) 
tree is the uncertainty as to wheth-| 
er any particular tree be found to} 
contain the previous resin. 

The Chinese tallow tree grows in 
the United Provinces and the Pun-) 
jaub, ~It is valuable because of a, 
of vegetable tallow which 
it produces. This exudation is by no 
means so costly as that of the tree 
just referred to, but, on the other} 
hand, there is not the same difficulty 
in gathering it. The tree is a plant) 
of the cotton tribe, and grows rapid- 
ly in this country. The fatty exuda- 
tion is used for candle making, and 
the candles manufactured from it are 
greatly valued in religious ceremor- 
fes by the Buddhists, because thoy} 
burn with a clear, inodorous flame 
and without smoke, Apparently, at 
the present time, there is not much 
promise of commerce in this pro- 
duct, so far as India is concerned.

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SOMBP DRINKING PROBLEMS, 


We camot be too careful about 
tho water supply of our stock, 
often it is allowed to stand 
stagnate in tank, trough or 
summer, while in winter it is suppli- 
ed ice cold or is frozen over most 
of tho timo so that some of tho 
stock may not gain access to it dur 
img the entire day. Some of the ani- 
mals may obtain all they want while 
others are kept away from the tank 
by those which are “bosa.”” Do- 
horning the cattle will prevent this 
latter trowble to a great extent.

Tho cow requires a liberal supply 
of water. She can subsist on one 
drink a day but two or more are 
highly desirable. Supplying tham 
individually in the stable by means 
of pails or troughs established con- 
ditions which are apt to breed filth 
and stale water. A clear spring or 
creck is an ideal watering place in 
summer, but in winter it may be 
frozen or require a long journey} 
through the snow to reach it, and 
with such conditions the cow will 
often rematn thirsty rather than 
brave the trip to the drinking place. 

Experiments have shown that an 
ordinary cow will drink from 5) to 
100 pounds of water per day, or 
about 4 pounds of water to each 
pound of dry feedconsumed, It has 
Been found that when a grain ration 
Was replaced by roots the water con- 
sumption foll off materially; when 
fed on dry feed, the amount drank 
was about double what it was when 
fed on green pasture. ‘The New 
York Experiment Station concludes 
Uhat cach cow should have access to 
eight gallons of water daily. The 
samo station found that when cows 
wore dry they drank but 65 per cent. 
of the amount these same cows drank 
turing lactation.

A Scotch dairyman has been carry- 
ing on some experiments to test the 
effect of feed, and time of feeding on 
the quality of the milk.

“It was found that changing from 
a narrow to a wide, muitritive retion 
increasod the yield of milk, but de- 
creased the fat content, the change 
being more pronounced in the morn- 
ing’s than in the evening's milk; 
and also that feeding all the grain 
ration in the morning tended to in- 
crease the fat content of the morn- 
ing’s milk. Teeding all the grain 
in the ovening also tended to in- 
croase the fat content of the morn- 
ing’s milk, but had apparently lit- 
tle or no effect on the evening's 
milk, These changes persisted for 
a number of weeks after the conclus- 
ion of the experiment proper.

WATER FOR SHEEP, 


‘The necessity of a continual water- 
supply for sheep is a much contro- 
- verted point. We are unable to find 
any definite and decisive data on the 
question, and think it would make a 
good topic for our experiment sta- 
tions. There are many farmers who 
Would like to know whether the pas- 
turing of sheep at any or all  sea- 
sons of the year in a lot where 
Water is not accessible is a losing 
practice. We believe that experi- 
ments would prove that it is, as wo 
can Sce no reason why they are so 
different from other stock as not to 
repay sone attention to their water 
supply. True a sheep in fairly green 
pasture will subsist and appear to 
do well with no water except that 
Supplied by the feed and dew, but 
the feed so often dries up and the 
dews become light, and then where 
is the moisture needed for bodily 
growth to come from? Miller says 
that a perfectly fed sheop will re: 
quire little water but that in gener- 
al they require from one to six 
quarts, We all know that sheep will 
drink u great deal of water if they 
have access to it and we will not 
€0 far wrong in supplying it where 
possible. 

Tt is, however, true that the 
water content of the body of the 
sheep is less than for any other ani- 
mal being but 35 per cent for very 
fat sheop. ‘he fat calf hag 63 per 
cent, the fat ox 45 per cent. and the 
fat pig 41 per cent, 

MBPTHODS OF WATHR SUPPLY, 

Probably the most satisfactory 
water supply for tho farmer is the 
wind mill and storage tank to sup- 
Ply smaller tanks at the places of 
consuniption, these tanks being kept 
Miled by means of float valves. 
Where one is sure of the wind or has 
@ gasoline engine, emitting the large 
storage tank will insure a cooler, 
freshor supply of water in summer, 
but theso ideal conditions are not 
often practiced. Again, small 
drinking tanks may present dificul- 
ties in heating during the winter 
Hut thoy are offyct by the constant 
supply of fresh ter which they 
furnish in summer, 

Where but a few animals are kept 
water may be Pumped by mill or by 
hand ns fast as needed, The spring 
ercek, river, and pond aro desirablo 
fa the order named, Standing water 
in small pools should be avoided.

RIGID MERCURY. 


Sven a piece of ice is in reality so 
hot that it more than suflices to 
keep quicksilver melted. It is only 
when we get down to the almost in- 
credible degrees of cold of liquid air 
that mercury condescends to become 
rigid, Then it looks like an ordin- 
ary solid metal, taking the shape 
of the vessel it is in. In this state!

As the poor 
folks know who have to handle it 
much, it generally acts in the latter 
capacity, storing itself in minute 
doses in their systems till there is 
enough, and then suddenly beginning 
an awiul attack. Tho unfortunate 
victims grow pallid and wasted, 
their teeth loosen, and gums ulcerate 
and violent tremors shake them from 
head to foot. If not arrested, the 
end is embecility and death, A man 
suffering from mercurial poison is 
incapable of picking up a pin or 
any fine article; his fingers would 
quiver all round, and he would be 
unable to close upon it. If he at- 
tempted to raise a cup of tea, the 
contents would fly broadcast before 
he could get the cup to his lips. 

BOUNCING LIQUID. 

“Hero's another queer freak! What 
do you think of a liquid that 
bounces? Watch these globules of 
mercury lying on tho table. I flip 
one of them. As it strikes another, 
instead of the two drops amalga- 
mating into one, they bounce off 
each other, like little steel balls do. 
In fact, while they are on the tablo, 
it is quite a difficult job to run 
those Httle globules together. You 
could almost swear from that that 
the mercury is a stiff sort of liquid, 
without much fluidity; but it is not 
so. You may prick the tiniest hole 
in a paper cup—so ‘ne that water 
or any other liquid will not run 
through it, excopt, of course, mer- 
cury. That will come through a 
hole so fine that the spray is almost 
invisible,

When ironing stand your iron on a

Vo remove Whitewash spots from 
floors or furniture slightly moisten 
a flannel with paraflin, and apply to 
tho spots. ‘This will erase the !white- 
wash, and docs nof injure the most 
delicate paint. 

Silver is often polished too much, 
Try washing it in warm water and 
suds, using a little soda, and rub 
With a soft cloth till dry. Too much 
plate powder is used by inexperienced 
people, and the result on the silver 
is bad.

Her deeds of love and sacrifice | 
have sunk deep into the nation’s 
heart, and few would hesitate 
speak of her as tho noblest 
lishwoman of her time, Yet not un- 
til now has the full, romantic life- 
Story of this noble woman been told 
for the pleasure and appreciation of 
her country-women, 

“ENGLAND'S DARLING.” 


Tt was fifty years ago, to be ex-| 
act, on October 21st, 1854, Miss | 
Vlorence Nightingale, with thirty-| 
eight sister nurses, started from |

charge of the Crimea wounded. 

She went out in consequence of the 
revelations of Sir (then Mr. William 
Howard Russell, the ‘Times’ war 
correspondent. ‘The commonest ac- 
cessories of a hospital,” he had 
written, “ure Wanting. There is not 
the least attention paid to decency 
or cleanliness; and, for all I can_ob- 
Serve, the men die without the least 
elort to save them. Are there no 
devoted women amongst us, able

the Wast? Are none of the daugh- 
ters of England at this extreme hour 
of need ready for such a work of

who, having followed their husbands 
fo the front without leave, were ac- 
tually being left behind at Sebasto- 
pol. Through her Influence, they 
were sent home in a British ship.

This is 
the menu of one little meal which 
has been handed down for the envy 
of posterity: “‘Thirty dozen pigeons 
and cighty-four rabbits, as well as 
18 yards of -black pudding and 60 
pounds of cherries."’ And this is 
another:‘Six peimy wheaten loaves, 
three sixpenny veal pies, ono. pound 
of sweet butter, one good dish of 
shornijack, an}ta shiver of a Mig loaf 
an inch thick.’’ The latter meal is 
so modest compared with its  pre- 
decessor that Nicholas must have 
partaken of it on one of his fasting- 
days. 

Indeed, to show what he really 
could do When he meant business, 
on the following day disposed of +a 
complete pig, followed by a dessert 
of three peck of damsons; and this 
although three hours earlier he had 
broken his fast by consuming ‘‘a 
pottle of milk and a pottle pottage, 
with bread, butter, ant cheese.”’

If a man has labor to sell let him 
sell it at the best price he can get 
just as ha would sell whéat Wut he has 
no right to even intimate that he 
will obstruct the business, or at- 
tempt its ruin because the owner 
will not purchase of him. 

The unions have become so tyran- 
nous and arrogant with their despo- 
tism that a common citizen who has 
some time to spare and innocently 
thinks he has a right to put a little 
paint on his own house finds he must 
have that paint taken off and put on

By the Eter- 
nal, sir, a filcet of American Men of 
War would assemble there, clear for 
action and blow something off the face 
of the earth, if reparation were not 
made for the blood of one of our 
citizens. 

And what answer do we make to 
the appeals of the hundreds of wi- 
dows and orphans of those Ameri- 
cans murdered by labor unions? How 
do we try to protect the thousands 
of intelligent citizens who, with rea- 
son, prefer not to join any labor 
union and be subject to the tyranny 
of the heavily paid rulers of the la- 
bor trusts? | 

Upon a firm refusal by Mr. Post} 
to join this criminal conspiracy a} 
general boycott was ordered on 
Grape-Nuts and Postum all over the 
country, which set the good red 
blood of our ancestors in motion, 
bringing forth the reply that has 
now passed into history: ‘‘We refuse 
to join any conspiracy of organized 
labor to ruin publishers, nor will 
We discharge any of our trusted em- 
ployes upon the orders of any labor 
union. If they can make their boy- 
cott effective and sink our ship, we 
will go down with the captain on 
the bridge and in command.’’ ; 

This set the writers in labor papers 
crazy and they redoubled their abuse. 
Finally one of their officlal organs 
came out with a large double column 
denunciation of Battle Creek, calling 
it ‘‘a running sore on the face of 
Michigan,’’ because it would not be- 
come ‘‘organized’” and pay in dues 
to their labor leaders. The usual 
coarse, villianous epithets common 
to labor union writers were in- 
dulged in, 

The result was to weld public sen- 
timent in Battle Creek for protec- 
tion. A citizen's association was 
started and mass meetings held. 
Good citizens who happened to be 
members of local unions, in some 
cases quit the unions entirely for 
there is small need of them there. 

The working people of Battle Creek 
are of the highest order of American 
mechanics. ‘The majority are not 
union members, for practically all of 
the mannfacturers have for years 
decNned to employ union men be- 
cause of disturbances about 11 years 
ago, and the union men now in the 
city are among the best citizens. 

No city in the state of Michigan 
pays as high average wages as Bat- 
tle Creck, no city of its size is as 
prosperous, and no city has so large 
a proportion of the best grade of 
mechanics who own their own homes. 

So the work people massed togeth- 
er with the other citizens in the or- 
ganization of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion with the following preamble and 
constitution: 

Whereas om 
strikes instigated by Labor 
in Battle Creck resulted in the de- 
struction of property and loss — of 
large sums of money in wages that 
would have been expended here; and, 

Whereas, these acts caused serious 
damage to the city and in a marked 
way delayed its progress at that 
time; and, 

Whereas, since the year 1894 the 
citizens have been erabled, by public 
Sentiment, to preveat the recurrence} 
of strikes and Labor Unien distur- 
Dances which have been prevalent 
elsewhere; and, 

Whereas, the employers of this city, 
have steadfastly vefased to place the, 
management of their business under

The nearest to 
truth that we have with regard to 
the physiology of second wind is 
that it is a matter of blood pressure, 
If a man runs in a short dash we 
find there is great blood pressure, 
his arteries are contracted and tense, 
and the blood is forced back upon 
the heart. ‘hus in the early part of 
a long distance race this condition is 
present in a less marked degree, Af- 
ter the man has run for o time the 
blood vessels all over the body be- 
come dilated and thus relieve the 
heart of the congestion and the 
blood flows more evenly and with 
less pressure afl over the body, thus 
Permitting the heart and lungs to 
adapt themselves to the conditions.

The nose, larynx, trachea, bron- 
chial tubes, lungs, and air cells are 
all included in the respiratory tract. 
Any affection of these involves more 
or less seriously the whole breath- 
ing apparatus. For illustration, a 
growth in the nose has caused asth- 
ma which has disappeared upon re- 
moval of the foreign body. Then, 
too, an inflammatory condition of 
the bronchial tubes is liable to shut 
off the air from certain regions of 
the lungs, writes Geo. J. Fisher, M.

Talking about the nose—why is it 
best to breathe through it rather 
than the mouth? There are at least 
three good reasons: First, it purifies 
the air, that is, the fine hairs in 
the nose strain out the particles of 
dust. Second, the air has a longer 
passage to travel to get to the 
lungs when ithaled—cold air is irri- 
tating. Third, ‘by virtue of the same 
reason the air is mojstened by — con- 
tact with the mucous membrane. 

The next question that is asked|. 

naturally is, why do we breathe? 
The maintenance of life depends upon 
the absorption of oxygen and the 
excretion of carbonic acid gas. The 
lungs in this process are only the 
mediuin of exchange, that is, they 
provide the oxygen and carry away 
the poison. The blood is the me- 
dium which carries to the various 
parts of the body and gathers up 
the poisons and turns them over to 
the lungs for climination. 'There- 
fore, the absorption of oxygen is 
dependent not only upon the lungs 
but the blood. If the latter is not 
rich in red corpuscles the blood is 
not able to take up the oxygen, no 
matter how much of it is supplied 
by the lungs. 
_ Why do we need oxygen? To pro- 
duce heat, to assist in the process of 
nutrition. There can be no combus- 
tion without ozygen. This it is 
that makes the fires of life burn. 

Why is deep breathing valuable? 
Not because it supplies more oxygen} 
to the blood. For the blood may 
be getting more oxygen than it can 
take up in an ordinary inspiration, 
Tn fact, men can live with one lung, 
and many are living to-day with | 
_ such ao handicap and are well and 
getting enough oxygen. Then why 
breathe deeply? The greatest value 
of deep breathing is the effect upon 
abdominal circulation. The dia-

WOULD PROVE A HINDRANCE 
TO FARM IMPROVEMENT. 


Ti the elforts of certain parties are 
successful, the farmers of Canada 
will have to face a very unjust and 
burdensoine tax. A movement is on 
foot to have fence wire, which has 
for a number of years been admitted 
into the country duty free, put on 
th» dutiable list. The grades 
Sgught to be affected are galvanized 
iron or steel wire No. 9, 12 and 13. 
Fractically none of these are made 
in Canada, and since enormous 
quantities are used each year in re- 
plucing the primitive rail structures 
and enclosing prairie farms, the in- 
jury that a duty would impose upon 
the rural community could not be 
readily estimated. 

Since the admiss 1 of wire duty 
free, Canadians have enjoyed the 
benefits of cheap fencing of a. very 
desirable kind, This has not only 
vastly improved the appearance and 
value of hundreds of farm houses, 
bur it has added immensely to the 
comforts of winter travelling over 
roads that were formerly very often 
impassible on account of snow block- 
ades. To put a check upon this 
sort. of improvement by a tax that 
gould work only injury to the rural 
population without benefit to any 
other class of the people would be 
indeed a serious matter. Besides 
working an injury to the farmer, 
the fence-manufacturing industry 
would be demoralized. To increase 
the cost of wire, both fence produc- 
tion and consumption would be re- 
duced, and farmers everywhore 
throughout Canada would be  hin- 
dered in making improvements upon 
their farms,

Death of Captain Castle, of the 
Arm, A j 


Sarah Sands. 


There has just died in England 
Captain John Squier Castle, the 
heroic master of the Sarah Sands, 
at the age of eighty-two years. In 
an hour of grave peril, when hun- 
dreds of lives depended on his cour- 
age, coolness and resourcefulness he 
played his parf manfully. He was in 
charge of the transport Sarah Sands 
bound from Portsmouth for Calcut- 
ta, when she caught fire in Novem- 
ber, 1857, when about 400 miles 
from Mauritius. There were on 
board about 300 rank and file of the 
54th regiment, under Lieut.-Col. 
Moffatt, and a number of women 
and children, and the ship also car- 
ried large quantities of Government 
stores. 

On November 11th, in the early 
hours of the afternoon, the cargo in 
the after hold was found to be on 
fre, and all efforts to get at the 
seat of the trouble were in vain. When 
all efforts had proved unavailing 
some one on board asked what would 
be their fate if the powder, in the 
magazine were affected. Volunteers 
came forward, and amid the dense 
smoke and flames they managed to 


clear away all the powder except 
two barrels, which could not be 
reached. 


The boats full of women and chil- 
dren were lowered by the troops and 
sailors who remained on board 
fighting the fire. One of the barrels 
of powder exploded tearing a hole 
in the hull and spreading the flames 
through the stern, After twenty- 
four hours’ work they were success- 
{ul in extinguishing the flames, leav- 
ing the vessel a mere shell. A storm 
added to the difficulties, but the 
boats were picked up and the vessel 
arrived safely at Mauritius.

Ross Government Resigned. 
After 22 Years in the Ontario Govern- 
" ment Mr. Ross Becomes Leader 
of the Opposition. 


Premier Ross formally handed in 
bis resignation to the Lieutenant- 
Goyernor on Tuesday afternoon. 

‘Hon. Geo. W. Ross, who thus 
relinquishes the Premiership of 
Ontario to become leader of the 
Opposition, has, been 38 years in 
active public life. He was first 


elected to the House of Commons 


for West Middlesex in 1872, and 
represented that constituency at 
Ottawa until 1883, when he con- 
tested it for the Ontario Legisla- 
ture, and was elected, In the same 
year Sir Oliver Mowat made him 
Minister of Education, and he held 
that portfolio until his elevation to 
the Premiership in succession to 
the late Hon, A. S. Hardy on Oct. 
21st, 1899. He also took over at 
the same time the position of Pro- 
vincial Treasurer. 

_ Mr. Ross, who is in his 64th year, 


was born in Middlesex County, 


where he taught school. He sub- 
sequently became an Inspector of 
Public Schools and later of Model 
He is a graduate of Albert 


Bt University, and nearly all his life 


bas been prominently identified 
with the cause of temperance. He 
was also for some years president 
of the Dominion Educational Asso- 
ciation, and is a fellow of the 
Royal Society of Canada, and a 
member of the council of the 
Toronto Astronomical and Physical 
Society.

Mr. H.C. Kennedy Secures a Notable 
Body of Water in Prince Edward 
County. 


Mr. H, C. Kennedy, of Wiarton, hus 
seoured an option on the famous Lake 
of the Mountain, in Prince Edward 

Jounty. 
Sear by a_representatiye of The 
Toronto Star, Mr. Kennedy said, 

“This remarkable lake on which I 
baye purchased an option ‘is 200 feet 
higher than the Bay of Quinte, It is 
situated about fiye miles from Picton, 
and its altitude and great depth of 
water should make it a valuable 
water power. A learned professor in 
testing the luke advises that the 
water at 100 feet depth is colder than 
Lake Superior at 300 feet, It has 
been found impossible to locate any 
bottom to the lake at some points, and 
it seems to be fed from below, Only 
a tunnel of about 1,200 feet needs to 
be made to secure a fall of 200 feet, 

and this should enable us to supply 
electric light and power to the near- 
by cities and towns.

CHANGING FLOWER COLORS. 


Not Hard to Make White Carna- 
tions Turn Green. 

We know that horticulturists 
create almost at will flowers of var- 
ied colors by practicing forced  cul- 
ture, artificial selection and hybridi- 
vation, in this way obtaining a very 
extended scale of colors. Still, in 
any case, the color of the flower, al- 
though it is possible to give birth 
to millions of varietics, can only be 
modified within certain limits. With 
reference to this fact the colors of 
flowers have been divided into two 
great categories, the xanthic series— 
yellow, yellow green, orange, red— 
and the cyanic series—blue, indigo, 
violet. Never has a flower of the first 
series passed into the second, nor 
has the reverse taken place; never 
has a gardener, no matter how cley- 
er he may be, been able to obtain 
blue roses. 

The florists, however, obtain this 
color, The method of the florists is 
that classic one which has been long 
employed on the case of violets, for 
example, making them green with 
ammonia, white with vapours of sul- 
phuric acid, ete. In this case, how- 
ever, it is the coloring matter of, 
the flower itself which is modified. 

When the first green carnation ap- 
peared in Paris the city was seized 
with astonishment, and many  per- 
sons willingly paid as much as two 
francs apiece for the flowers. The 
municipal authorities instituted. an 
investigation and soon discovered 
how the flowers were colored, It ap-

WINTER WHEAT DAMAGED 


Lack of Snow Detrimental to 
United States Crop. 


A Washington, D. C., despatch 
says: The United States Weather 
Bureau summary of the crop condi- 
tion for January, 1905, is as — fol- 
lows:— 

East of the Rocky Mountains the 
month was colder than the average, 
with light precipitation in most dis- 
tricts. In the Rocky Mountain region 
and to the westward the tempera- 
ture was milder than usual, with 
moro than the average precipitation 
in the southern plateau region and 
Southern California and muuch less 
than the average precipitation as a 
whole. Throughout the Southern 
States the month was unfavorable 
for the agricultural interests in that 
section. 

The reports indicate that Winter 
wheat was generally well protected

over much of the last-named district

MONEY IN FALL PIGS. 

Many farmers claim there is no 
money in fall pigs. I beliove I can 
make as much growth for the same 
food with a fall pig as I can with 
a spring pig, writes Colon C. Little. 
Of course, a man must provide suit- 
able feed and shelter and know how 
to take care of fall pigs or he will 


not be satisfied. The fall pig can- 
not hustle for himself around the 
barn yard, eat out in the snow, 
sleep in a cold nest, and thrive very 
Well A pig several months old 
may do this if he has plenty of corn 
and a little slop. But the young 
pig, farrowed say in October, must 
have special care and feed in order 
to make a reasonable growth. 

Mine is a winter dairy. I have 
more Skim milk to dispose of during 
the cold months than during the 
Warm ones. During September and 
October a lange mumber of my pigs 
are farrowed. I must have them

A despatch from Tokio says: In- 
formation from the Sha River indi- 
cates that the Russians are conten- 
trating at Chitaitse and Tsclinshu, 
west of the Hun River, apparently 
in anticipation of a movement on 
the part of the Japanese threaten- 
ing their lines of supply.

BUYING AN INCUBATO 


SOME HINTS ON ITS USE AND 
MANAGEMENT. 


Manufacturer’s Directions 
Should be Closely Fol- 
lowed. 


At this season of the year the in- 
cubator question is an important 
one to the poultryman, says Mr, F. 
C. Elford, Acting Chief of the Poul- 
try Division, Ottawa. An inexperi- 
_enced person or beginner in the poul- 
try business should exercise the same 
care and judgment in buying an in- 
cubator that a farmer would use in 
selecting an expensive farm imple- 
ment. In other words, he should 
take care to buy the best. It is 
simply wasting money to buy a poor 
machine, as it can never be depend- 
ed upon. With a first-class machine, 
all that the beginner has to do is to 
learn to run his machine according 
to the manufacturer's directions. 
Five or ten minutes, morning and 
nig will be all the time required 
o care for the machine, and it can 
be depended upon to maintain the 
proper degree of heat and bring the 
eggs to a successful termination of 
the hatch if the operator simply fol- 
-lows the instructions and does not 
interfere with the machine or 
tempt experiments on his own 
half. We is not likely to know more 
about the machine than the manufac- 
turer. 

To be considered first-class an in- 
cubator must not only hatch a 
large percentage of chicks, but those 
hatched must be large, strong and 
lively. The test of incubation is 
not alone in the number hatched, 
but also in the health, vigor and 
hardiness of the chicks and their 
ability to 

LIVE AND THRIVE. 
Faulty incubators are responsible for 
the death of many small chicks, Be- 
ing poorly hatched, that is, hatched 
with

cent. less vitality than they should 
have, they struggle against heavy

Indeed, you can easily reduce your 
weight at the rate of half a pound 
to a pound a day, if you will tem- 
porarily abandon only potatoes, 
candy, and bread. On the other 
hand, if you are anxious to achieve 
plumpness there are suitable and cor- 
responding means to be adopted.

The income assessment also under- 
went some changes. There is a leng- 
thy definition of the word income, 
and the exemptions are noted. In- 
come to the amount of $1,000 are 
exempt ina city or town with a popu- 
lation of $10,000 or over; in all other 
municipalities $700 is the minimun 
except in the case of a person who is 
not a householder, when the income 
up to $400 only is exempt. Then the 
act goes lengthily into a list of the 
class of persons liable to assessment 
on income, and passes on to the assess- 
ment of railways, etc." The Act pro- 
yides that owners of every steain rail- 
way running through a municipality 
is required to transmit annually to the 
pai pa clerk a statement showing 
the real property owned by the rail- 
way in the municipality. The act 
then goes on to cite minutely the 
property to be assessed. ‘Telephone 
companies are to be assessed 60 per 
cent, of the gross receipts for the year 
ending December 81st. preceding and 
telegraph companies for 50 per cent, 
of the gross receipts. In townships 
telephone pon ene are to be assess- 
ed $1.85 a mile for one single wire 
(one ground circuit) or a metallic cir- 
cuit of two wires, and in case they 
Arry more than one circuit then $1.50 
mile for each additional circuit. In 
townships telegraph companies are to 
be assessed $40 a mile for each 
additional wire. The companies are 
required to make returns of gross re- 
ceipts and wire mileage to the pro- 
vincial secretary who will forward the 
necessary information to the munici- 
palities, This isa summary of a few 
os the changes in the Assessment 
Law,

Some remarkable conclusions upop 
the disease-resisting qualities of 
light and dark haired people have 
been arrived at by Dr. F, C, Sbrub- 
sull, assistant medicw officer at tho 
Brompton Hospital for Consump- 
tion, These conclusions based 
upon figures Dr, Shrubsall has gath- 
ered with the object of discovering 
how far tho population of London 
is influenced by city life. 

In the British Medical Journal ho 
states that his observations have 
included 1,378 hospital patients and 
846 visitors, as Well as several thou- 
sand children. 

Generally speaking he finds that 
brumettes are stronger than blondes, 
His figures show that: 

With each successive generation of 
city life the fair element sends an 
undue proportion of its members to 
the hospitals. 

Child patients are markedly fairer 
than the ohildren in the districts 
around the hospitals. 

In the earlier years of child-life 
blondes are about as numerous as 
brunettes, but Dr, Shrubsall shows 
that disease during childhood falls 
unduly heavily on the blondes. 
Throughout life, blonde people are 
more prone to fall victims to dis- 
ease than brunettes, and this leads 
Dr. Shrubsall to a further conclus- 
ion: 

That diminution of stature and in- 
crease of brunctte traits are almost 
certainly progressive with increased 
heredity of an urban environment. 
The conclusion is based upon the 
principle of the survival of the fit- 
test.

One of the most distinguished 
naval architects in the King:lom, 
Mr, Crossman Lawrence, writes as 
follows to the London Express, on 
the subject of torpedo-boat destroy- 
trs: ‘‘At the outbreak of the war 
between Russia and Japan I told 
those of my friends who asked my 
bpinion that Russia had ships but 
ho navy, while Japan had both.

BREAD PEDDLERS IN CHINA. 


They Frequently Dispose of Their 
Wares by Raffle. 


Among the many curious sights in 
China, none presents a stranger as- 
pect than the bread peddlers and 
their methods of disposing of their 
Wares, says a writer in the Living 
Church, hey carry their stock in 
trade about with them, either in 
oval boxes strapped to ther backs, 
or in two boxes depending from a 
yoke across the shoulders, or on 
trays held by a strap hung from the 
neck and carried in front of them, 
after the manner in which the pie 
man of Simple Simon fame is invari- 
ably pictured by all orthodox illus- 
trators of Mother Goose. 

In the city of ‘Tientsin these 
street vendors offer three different 
kinds of bread for sale. Two of 
these are twisted in oval shape, and 
the third is a thin, crisp cake sprink- 
led with seeds of sesame, that magic 
word which at once recalls to our 
minds the wonderful tale of Ali Baba 
and the forty thieves. How little we 
ever dreamed, when we listened, 
spellbound, in our childhood days 
to the thrilling account of Ali Ba- 
ba’s adventures, that we should ever 
behold, far less taste, the fateful se- 
same, the name of which proved so 
illusive to our hero at the cruical 
moment when he was confronted by 
the rock of difficulty. But the ped- 
dler’s bread is not more curious 
than his method of selling it, for 
it is frequently disposed of by ratflle, 
for which purpose he carries three 
dice, held in a little dish. 

In Pekin, the capital of the Celes- 
tial Empire, the bread peddlers gen- 
erally come from the province, most- 
ly from Shantung. ‘They are called 
Po-po sellers, Their street cry, 
“Yaochin-mantoa?’’ 

“‘Oan I sell you a pownd of byead?"’ 
is often heard until late in the even- 
ing. ‘Dheir bread is made of wheat 
| flour and baked in hot vapors, dis- 
| tinguished from another kind which 
is baked in hot pans. They also 
Sell several varicties of po-po, baked 
goods, a special favorite with the 


The average Chinaman eats very 
little bread prepared according to 
our American formulas, consequent- 
ly the bakery and confectionery 
shops are few and far between, Like 
all other stores in China, they are 
open in front, with no partition to 
protect them from the heat or cold 
or the dust of the streets. Wooden 
shutters are used to close them up 
at night. One finds practically the 
Same wares at the bakers’ as the 
bread peddlers offer for sale. Among 
them is one special kind of cake hav- 
ing the figure of a hare imprinted 
on it, which is caten by the Chinese 
in honor of the birthday of the 
moon. As soon as the festivities 
celebrating this anniversary are 
over the cakes are withdrawn from 
sale and are not agiain displayed un- 
til the next moon birthday, which 
corresponds in season to our Waster.

CAUSE OF LITTLE WORK. 


British Trades Unions Issue Re- 
port on Subject. 


A joint committee of the Trade} 


Union Congress and the General 
Federation of Trade Unions, of Great 
Britain, in a report just issued, 
gives the following as the causes of 
the prevailing scarcity of employ- 
ment: ‘ 4 

Introduction of labor-saving appli- 
ances without adequate reduction of 
hours of labor or increase in wages. 

Displacement of men by women and 
young persons. 

Absence of any attempt to regu- 
late the distribution of work so as 
to maintain employment at an even 
level. 

Avoidable wars 
public expenditure. 

The following methods of dealing 
with unemployment are suggested: 

The Government should regulate 
work so as to obviate discharging 
workmen, and wrge this principle on 
public bodies and recommend it to 
private firms. 

Overtime should be discountenanc- 
ed. 
Public bodies similar to those 
formed under Mr. Long's scheme for 
London should be established every- 
where. ~ 

Works of public utility should be 
carried out with the least posgible 
delay. 

Land unfit for agricultural pur- 
poses should be acquired by the 
Government with a view to affore- 
station. : 

Public bodies should organize 
operative firms, 

Trade unions should be the recog- 
nized agency to deal with workers 
temporarily distressed owing to in- 
ability to obtain employment, the 
Poor Law deal with the ordinary 
cases of poverty.

To Stop Exportation of Ashes. 


The Horticulturist states that dur- 
ing the past year 43,392 bushels of 
hardwood ashes have been purchased 
by Americans at 5 cents a bushels and 
shipped to American farmers and pro- 
duce growers, who pay about 50 cents 


per bushel, Examination and inyesti- 
gation to obtain the fertilizing quali- 
ties of ashes shows that wood ashes 
contain at least six times as much nu- 
trition as the ordinary fertilizers. 
The Government will be asked to take 
some action towards preventing the 
exportation of wood ashes and other 
powerful fertilizers.

The advantages of the farm separ- 
ator over the gravity system are 
too numerous to give a full or ex- 
tended enumeration, but those of the 
most importance are, more perfect 
separation, greater value of skim 
milk, saving of time anid labor, sav- 
ing of ice and a better quality of 
butter. 
Under the best methods of deep 
setting, it is rather difficult to keep 
the loss of butter fat in the skim 
milk down to three-tenths of 1 per 
cent., which will mean a loss of $60 
in a head of twenty cows, each giv- 
ing 5,000 pounds of 4 per cent. milk 
per annum. This is a very conser- 
vative estimate, for if we were to 
take the average of all conditions 
throughout the state, the loss would 
be about twice as great as I have 
estimated. 
Progressive dairymen, as a rule 
are aware of the advantages of the 
centrifugal separator over the old 
Process and comparatively little 
milk is being skimmed in that way,

Then upon 
the paper you slowly pour the cream, 
When the blotter and the towel be- 
neath it have become saturated tha 
more fluid part of the cream (skim 
milk) will gradually dribble through 
into the bowl, leaving behind on top 
of the blotting paper all of the but- 
ter fat that was contained in the 
cream fat when you have stirred it 
just a bit with a tablespoon, is 
sure enough butter—nevertheless, suf- 
ficiently different from ordinary but- 
ter to baa gratifying dietetic novelty 
Tt is butter, and yet it isn’t—that is 
to say, not quite—but spread on 
bread or otherwise used, it serves the 
same purpose.

GLASS CHURNS. 

Now, if it so happens that you re- 
lish this fascinating butter product 
Jess than actual butter, you can eas- 
ily make the real and vecitable stuff 
every day for your family table. by 
utilizing a diminutive churn, such as 
may soon be bought—it is a new in- 
vention—at any store. The churn is 
of glass, and the paddle is actuated 
by a toothed wheel turned by the 
hand, working much after the fash- 
jon of a patent egg beater. 
You turn the handle for a 
moments; the paddje revolves at a 
great rate of speed, and, almost  be- 
fore you know it, the cream you 
have put into the receptacle begins 
to turn to butter. Scientifically con- 
sidered, it is the bunching together 
of the fat globules of the cream that 
produces the butter. When the but-

HUMAN FLESH AS BAIT. 


Employed by Hengiian Chiefs to 
Capture arks, 


It appears that the Hawaiian 
chiefs of some years ago were much 
addicted to the use of human flesh 
as bait for sharks. It came cheaper 
than pig, was equally acceptable to 
the shark, and gave the chief an op- 
portunity to kill any one whom he 
disliked, The victim was cut up 
and left to decompose for two or 
three days in a receptacle. Kameha- 
meha I. was a great shark hunter, 
and kept those of his victims who 
were intended for bait penned up 
near the great temple of Mookini. 

Mrs. Beckley gives a particularly 
interesting account of another me- 
thod of capturing the huge niuhi, or 
man-eating shark, followed by the 
natives. They first of all captured 
a large number of the smiall comimon 
shark, saved their livers with a 
portion of the flesh, wrapped them 
in ki leaves and baked them under- 
ground.

The amount of sleep required 
Varies within fairly wide limits in 
‘different individuals. Some do 
well with an average of not more 
than six hourg out of the twenty- 
four, while others must have at 
least nine hours if they are to be fit 
for their daily tasks. ‘ 

The length of time which the aver- 
age person needs is usually put at 
eight hours out of the twenty-four, 
or one-third of life. Young children 
require more and the aged, as a rule, 
less. 

‘There is a kind of spurious insom- 
nia, in which a person who really 
needs only six hours, but thinks he 
must have eight, wakes up early in 
the morning and tosses about — for 
an hour or more, grumbling because 
he cannot sleep, and ‘beginning to

the principal causes to which most 
of these symptoms may be traced. 
One of these is the mischief breeding 
factor of sleeping in unaired bed- 
rooms and the other that of cating 
rich midnight suppers. 

In the unaired bedroom - long be- 
fore morning a blanket of heavy 
carbonic acid gas hovers over the 
sleeper. As it lowers, the unoxy- 
genated blood grows sluggish and 
the sleep becomes a heavy stupor, 
which exhausts instead of resting 
the unconscious victim, and he rous- 
es to the morning’s duties with ut- 
most reluctance, utterly unfit to 
perform them. Restful sleep, during 
which the body is recuperated, the 
wastes of the working day being re- 
paired by metabolism, which assi- 
milates nourishment and casts out 
waste products, can be had only 
in pure, oxygenated air. There is no 
necessity for its being cold, but it 
had better be cold than impure. If 
the air be pure, with the protection 
of warm, light covers, the body will 
be warmer in a lower temperature 
than in a warm, close room under 
thin covers.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Canadian Rockies Not So High as 
Was Thought. 


In no part of the world excepting 
Alaska has there been more rapid 
progress in geographical exploration 
in the past few years than in British 
Columbia. Tho latest facts concern 
a number of new passes through the 
Rocky Mountains. 

Some readers may be surprised 
that there should be anything left 
in British Columbia to discover. The 
fact is that the Government surveys 
are yet far from covering the larger 
part of that big region. The fine 
geographical work that a mission- 
ary has recently been doing shows 
that there are still opportunities for 
discovery in this part of the Domin- 
ion. 

Father Morice, whose mission sta- 
tion is on the shores of Lake Stuart 
nearly in the centre of the Province, 
has been travelling many hundreds 
of miles in a canoe, .mapping all the 
streams, lakes, mountains and val- 
leys in the upper basin of the Net- 
chakhoh River. A fine map of his 
discoveries, which has just heen pub- 
lished by the Neuchatel Geographi- 
cal Society of Switzerland, 

many details that have been s 

no previous map. Lake Morice, for 
example, which is not found on the 
latest atlas’sheets of British Colum- 
bia, is fifty miles long, and 777 feet 
deep. 

The new passes in the lockies, 
have been studied by a party of 
Grand ‘Trunk Pacific engineers who 
have been engaged in the work 
about a vear. <A newspaper has re- 
ported that this party has discover- 
ed the Smoke River, Porcupine, Red 
Deer, Wapiti and Pine River passes, 
but this statement is not quite cor- 
rect. 

All these great passes through the 
Rockies to the north of the Canadi- 
an Pacific Railroad have been known 
to exist for some time, but the en- 
gineers have been the first to study 
them in detail, and they now re~ 
port that they are all available for 
railroads, that the pradients on the 
east are very gentle and that some 
of the passes are wide enough for 
double tracks.

Dr. Hector recently wrote that 
probably none of the mountains of 
British Columbia rises above 13,000 
or 18,500 feet. Outram, Collie and 
about a dozen other men have with- 
in the past ten years ascended many 
of tho high peaks of the Canadian 
Rockies and made observations to 
ascertain their altitude, The  re- 
sult is a decided © decrease in the 
previously accepted altitude of a 
number of the highest mountains of 
these ranges.

STRANCE MAIL BAG, 
Poople of St. Kilda 
to the Wind. 


The inhabitanta of the lonely  in- 
land of St. Kilda, who are cut of 
| from the mainland for months at a 
time recently succeeded in setting up 
their annual postal communication 
with their frienda in Scotland—and 
that by a remarkable method. 

The ail boat of St. Kilda is a 
primitive institution; merely a log 
about two fect long by eight inches | 
broad, hollowed in the centre to ro- 
ceive a tin vossel containing the let-! 
ters. Tho ‘‘mail’’ can only be laun- 
ched with hope of success in a galo| 
of northwest wind, which drives it 
across to the island of Lewis, a dis- 
tance of sixty miles. 

Such a gale prevailed on January 
8, and with thought of the New 
Year in their minds, the inhabitants 
resolved to send off their uncertain 
mail. How many letters were  en- 
trusted to the keeping of the strange 
little craft it is impossible at pre- 
sent to state, but half a dozen of 
them arrived in Glasgow, bearing 
the postmark of January 11. 

Tho adventures of the boat's career 
can easily be reconstnucted. Float- 
ing in an open ocean, with a gale 
howling behind, it arrived on the 
shores of Lewis within two days| 
of its launching, coming sixty miles. 

On the 10th it was picked up by a 
Lewisman, who had it conveyed to 
Stornoway, where there is a post 
office. In the ‘mail boat’? was 
found money to defray the cost of 
the postage, and the letters were 
despatched from Stornoway  post- 
office by the quarter to six p.m. post 
on January 11. Those which were 
directed to Glasgow were delivered 
on Saturday, the 13th. 

The dealer who sells in Glasgow 
and London the tweed woven by the 
St. Kilda islanders received half a 
dozen letters. They are salt with the 
brine of the ocean, and in places 
are scarcely legible, Brief and to the 
point, they tell of the simple lives 
and thoughts of the sixteen families 
in whose ears the roar of the un- 
harvested sea is ever present.

Sir John Ure Primrose, Lord Pro- 
vost of Glasgow, is giving much at- 
tention to the smoke nuisance in 
that city. There has recently been 
installed in several factories, in one 
of which he is interested, a smoke 
consuming device that has given 
great satisfaction. As a result of 
the cleven months’ trials, it is esti- 
mated that there has been a saving 
of at least 174 per cent, in the con- 
sumption of coal—which is, as form- 
erly, dross—while it is calculated 
that the boiler duty to supply driv- 
ing power for additional machines in- 
stalled has been increased by  one- 
fifth, The boiler at the mills is a 
marine one of the well-known Scotch 
type in gencral use in mercantile 
steamers, and notorious as a smoke 
producer. 

BY THE NEW METHOD 
even the most bituminous coal is 
burned without the emission of any 
smoke, and on a weight of air very 
little above that required by theory.

Observations made by the sanitary 
inspector and the corporation chem- 
ist of Glasgow by means of eight 
gauges, which wero allowed to re- 
main in different parts of the city 
for seventy days in the summer and 
autumn, showed that on an average 
sixty-four tons of smoke refuse fall 
daily within the municipal area. It 
is estimated that four-fifths of this 
dirt comes from the chimneys of 
works: If the new method were 
adopted throughout Glasgow, the 
atmospheric smoke pollution would 
be confined to the one-fifth which 
comes from domestic fire-places, a 
subject which the inventor proposes 
to deal with at a future date.

FRATERNAL SANITARIUM: 


Societies Will Provide Home 
Consumptives. 


for 


A committee of five will soon leave 
St. Louis to select in New Mexico 
a site for the National Fraternal 
Sanitarium for consumptives. 

The committee expects to return 
after a three weeks’ tour, Their sel- 
extion will then be made public and 
steps will be taken to move the Tem- 
ple of Fraternity from the World’s 
Fair grounds to its new home. 

When re-erected it will be used as 
the administration building,in a 
consumptive colony, which within 
five years is expected to number 25,- 
000 inhabitants. 

The funds for - this undertaking 
which is taken up in the interests of 
fraternalism and humanity, will be 
raised, it is expected, by the contri- 
butions of societies in the United 
States. 

The plans endorsed by the leading 
fraternal powers call for an assess- 
ment of one cent a month for every 
member of a fraternal organization 
in the country. 

As there are about 8,100,000 such 
members in the United States, the 
directors of the National Fraternal 
Sanitarium expect to have a working 
income of $500,000. a year. 

Not only the fraternal societies but 
the religious denominations are  be- 
ing interested in the matter. Those 
at the head of the sanitarium  in- 
tend to make it liberal in scope,so 
that any man woman or child strick- 
en with the disease may be sent to 
the, colony by any organization or 
church of which he or she may be a 
member, provided that organization 
or church is contributor -to the 
maintenance fund or has endowed a 
cottage. . 

When thie colony is firmly estab- 
lished, those in authority state, this 
policy will be broadened so that any 
sufferer will be welcome to all the 
benefits that science can give him. 

The patients will not be charged a 
penny for the treatment-at the sani- 
tarium. They will be welcomed to 
this community, a town in itself, 
planted in the middle of a vast 
tract of land. 

The surrounding country will be 
cultivated, not so much with the ex- 
pectation of reaping an income, but 
to give oppotunity for the patients 
to work while they are recovering 
their health.

FOR MARINE ENGINES. 

The invention can be adapted. to 
almost every existing type of boiler, 
but the best results are, of course, 
obtainable with a boiler and furnace 
specially adapted to each other. In 
such a.case it is calculatéd that where 
dross has~ hitherto been the fuel 
there will be in many cases a saving 
of 25 per cent. on the coal outlay, 
while in the case of steamers which 
are at present compelled to burn ex- 
pensive Welch steam coal, but can 
henceforth use dross, the saving will 
be cnormous. Our -nayy, being then 
able to burn any kind of coal, would 
be independent of special coaling sta- 
tions, while the funnels of the ships 
would send forth no smoke signals 
of their presence. At the same 
time, the maximum of horse-power— 
more than double that got from the 
existing types of marine boilers oc- 
cupying equal space—could be ob- 
tained with the minimum of bunker 
space and weight of coal.

GERMAN HOUSEKEEPING. 
More Economical Management 

Than in England or America. 


Living is cheaper in German cities 
than it is in the cities of England 
or America. The way in which a 
German family saves money is_ in- 
terestingly told by Mrs. Alfred Sidg- 
wick in the Cornhill Magazine. She 
takes as an example the class of 
people having an income of twenty- 
five hundred dollars. A German will 
save one-tenth of his twenty-five hun- 
dred, either for investment or insur- 
ance. How, then, does’ he use the 
rest of his income? 

Rents are high ‘in the larger Ger- 
man towns, and a flat is chosen for 
cheapness, but even that will cost 
not less than four hundred and fifty 
dollars. The German income tax_is 
high, and with municipal and other 
“‘rates’’ such exoenditure will pro- 
bably amount to three hundred dol- 
lars. 

So far as indirect taxation goes, 
the German probably has no advan- 
tage. He lives, however, near his 
work—often in some _ neighboring 
street, and sometimes over his shop 
or office. His daily saving in car 
fares is considerable, and he ayoids 
the wear and tear of regular travel. 

The great difference between Ger- 
many and England or America is 
due to the different scales of living. 
The Englishman or American  fur- 
nishes his house rather luxuriously, 
and decorates his rooms with orna- 
mental knickknacks; the German's 
apartments are bare, with much less 
work for servants. So where tho 
English-speaking family would keep 
two or three maids, the German fam- 
ily would have only one—on small 
wages at that. 

Then ‘the German wife looks closely 
after domestic details, with the re 
sult that food is not wasted in’ a 
well-managed German kitchen, and 
the family does not suffer from the 
abominable cooking which dopresses 
life in some other countries. But it 
does not demand, either above | or 
bolow stairs, the ‘‘three square meals 
a day.”’

memory has been rekindled by an ac- 
tion raised in Arbroath Sheriff 
Court, is said to have been the au- 
thor of the poem, ‘‘Cauld Kail in 
Aberdeen and Custocks in Strath- 
bogie.’’ There are two versions of 
this song. The first appears in 
Herd’s collection, and is probably — 
the older set of words extant. 

The death of Mr. John Paton, of 
30 McLaren road, Edinburgh, re- 
toves one of the most devoted 
Christian workers amongst the chil- _ 
dren of the city slums in Scotland. 
For 20 years Mr. Paton was asso- 
ciated with the carrying on of the 
Sabbath Free Breakfast Mission, the 
children’s section of which claimed 
his warmest interest. - 

The death has taken place at Skel- 
low Hnll, Doncaster, of a well-known 
Lankarkshire laird, Mr. James 
Findlay, of Pasterhill, in his 86th 
year. This family belonged origin- 
ally to Ayrshire, a son of Mr. W. 
Findlay, of Waxford, being the cele- 
brated Rev. Dr. Robert Findlay, for 
many years professor of divinity at 
Glasgow University. 

A thaw was so rapid in some dis- 
tricts of Scotland on the 18th ult., 
that flooding resulted. The Spey at 
Kingussie was in a state of high _ 
flood. The water invaded a haugh 
below the station, where a number 
of ponies were enclosed, and five of 
them were drowned, At Kirkintil-_ 
loch the Kelvin ran very high, and 
many roads were under water and 
impassable. The Glasert also over- 
flowed its banks and caused consid- 
erable damage. 

The death is announced of Mr. 
Daniel Yarnton Mills, joint sec- 
retary of the Scottish Bquitable 
Life’ Assurance Society, Edinburgh, 
at the age of 55 years. By the di- 
rectors and other officials of the so- 
clety he was held in the highest 
esteem, having proved himself a 
most valuable efficial, As a chess 
player ho was well known, having 
won the championship of Scotland 
no fewer than seven times out of the 
eight. competitions in which he took

RUSSIAN ASSASSIN’S BOMB. 


Uncle of the Czar Killed at Moscow.

Moscow, Feb. 17.—While Grand 
Duke Serguis was driving to-day from 
Nicholas Palace throug the 
Senate quarter, his carriage was fol- 
lowed by two cabs. At the Law 
Courts a ape in which were two 
men, one of whom was dressed as a| HBA PF 
workman, went quickly ahead of the paves 
Grand Duke's carriage. The sleigh 
then slowed up to allow the carriage 
to pass, and at that moment a bomb 
was thrown beneath the carriage. 
The force of the explosion broke wl 
the windows of the Law Courts and 
the report was heard outside the city, 

The carriage was blown to pieces, 
nothing but the four wheels remain- 
ing. The horses were not hurt and 
bolted, 

‘The Grand Duke was _ instantly 
killed. His head’ was blown off, 
actually being separated from his 
body, which was frightfully mangled. 

The coachman was also killed. He 
was so frightfully burned by the ex- 
plosive with which the bomb was 
charged that he died while being 
taken to a hospital, The murderers 
were arrested, 


CONSTERNATION IN ST. PETERSBURG. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 17, 4.60 p.m.— 
The news of the tragedy in which 
Grand Duke Sergius was blown up 
created a tremendous sensation in St. 
Petersburg, where the announcement 
by telephone from Moscow arriyed 
during the afternoon, 

Owing to the intense excitement 
prevailing at Moscow, few particulars 
are ascertainable. 

The tragedy in reality was no great 
surprise, as it was known that the 
terrorists had already condemned the 
Grand Duke to death and ever since 
the affair of January 22 the inaugur- 
ation of a bomb-throwing campaign 
hud been expected. 

Grand Duke Sergius, who was a 
brother-in-law, as well as uncle, of 
the Emperor, and who had exercised 
immense influence at court, was re- 
garded as the most reactionary of the 
Grand Dukes.

IMPORTANT AND POWPREUL. 
The Ministry of the Interior has di- 
rection of the internal administra- 
tion. The empire is divided into 78 
“governments,” 19 provinces, and 
one section, the Island of Saghalin. 
Certain of the governments or pro- 
vinces are united into so-called 
“general governments,’’ each of 
which is ruled by a Governor-Gener- 
al, who is considered the immediate 
representative of the Czar, but who 
is, really, like the governors of the 
governments and provinces, answer- 
able to the Minister of the Interior. 
Each government or province is di- 
vided into administrative districts. 

The administration of the economi- 
cal affairs of the provinces and dis- 
tricts is in some measure guided by 
the Zemstvos, which are provincial 
and district assemblies elected by the 
peasantry, the householders in’ the 
towns, and the landed proprietors. 
The body which met recently in St. 
Petersburg and petitioned the Czar 
to give his people more liberal in- 
stitutions, was composed of repre- 
sentatives of these organizations. 
Associated with the Zemstvos in an 
exccutive Capacity is a board called 
the “‘uprava.’’ The cities and towns 
have municipal organizations, which 
closely reseinble the Zemstvos and 
uprava of the province. 

All the officials and 
heretofore mentioned are 
connected with and subordinated to 
the Imperial bureaucracy. All of

All European monarchs have 80 


much work of a purely businesslike 
character to get through constantly 
that for the most part they find it 
necessary for its proper performance 
to adopt, for a time at all events, 
purely business methods and to re- 
gard themselves just as the heads of 
great comm ial houses. 

Thus King Edward, who is one of 
the busiest of them all, has at each 
of the Royal palaces what is nothing 
more or less than asimple office, de- 
void of all the luxurious appoint- 
ments that one might reasonably ex- 


pect to find in the private apart- 
ment of the ruling head of Great 
Britain. ‘‘Business methods for bus- 


incss men” is King Edward's motto 
in this connection, and as on an av- 
erage there are some 40,000 letters 
or official papers of one kind or an- 
other which demand either his atten- 
tion or that of his secretary every 
year, the wisdom of it can be appre- 
ciated by the humblest commercial 
person. Whatever writing His Maj- 
esty finds it necessary to do himself 
is done in a quick, hurried style of 
penmanship, which in itself is a sug- 
gestion of the quantity of work he 
has to perform.

PREMATURE BURIAL. 


Government Should Adopt Means 
to Remove Danger. 


The remedy of the danger of pre- 
mature burial was emphasized re- 
cently by Dr. Stenson Hooker, of the 
London association for the preven- 
tion of such tragedies. 

Dr. Hooker strongly advocated tho 
provision of ‘‘waiting mortuaries,’’ 
where bodies could be kept for some 
time at a_ suitable temperature. 
There are institutions of this de- 
scription in several German towns, 
Persons supposed to be dead are 
placed in these chambers, and tho 
slightest movement of hand, foot 
head, or chest sets a bell ringing. So 
delicate are the electrical attach- 
ments that even the faintest respira- 
tion is recorded, 

“Vhore is only one infallible test 
of death, and that is the presence of 


decomposition,’ said Dr. Hooker. 
“Certain tests are p ribed and 
carried out in the cases of members 
of our association; but even these, 
in the absence of putrefaction, are 
not infallible. The heart and pulso 
may have stopped beating, the jaw 
may have fallen, the body may be 
| rigid and cold, and yet the principle 
may be present 

“T cannot say, of course, how 
many people are buried alive... The 
instances of exhumation are com- 
paratively few, and an order is only 
granted by the Home retary for 
the most important reasons You 
may tako it, however, that thero 
have been thousands of cases of pro- 
mature burial.’*

best economy toe grow crops that will 
furnish quick and constant supply. 
These include peas, beans, raddishes, 
lettuce, tomatoes, beets, etc., which 
will grow well with a small amount 
of care and are always in season. 

In a larger-garden, a considerable 
area may be planted to potatoes, 
sweet corn, cabbages, turnips, etc., 
a part of which may be preserved for 
winter use. In any case make three 
or four plantings of onions, radishes, 
peas and lettuce, beginning as early 
possible. A little later sow tho 
leans, tomatoes, sweet corn, melons, 
etc., and do not fail to have an 
abundant supply of parsnips,  tur- 
nips, celery, radishes and sweet po- 
tatoes, which may be stored for late 
fall or winter use. 

In a smali garden it is seldom pos- 
siblo to grow any amount of bush 
or tree fruits, but a row of such 
plants- as Strawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries or currants. may be set 
along the fence, where they will oc- 
cupy the smallest amount. of space. 
The grape arbor may be constructed 
over the walk, in which caso it will 
not occupy any valuable space. In 
a larger garden, particularly on su- 
burban grounds, a number of fruit 
trees may be added on parts of the 
garden plot, as well as at any 
points in the lawn. ‘The trees 
| should be properly intermixed in a 
garden, large apple trees alternating 
with the small plum or cherry. Be- 
tween the rows of trees raspberries 
and blackberries may be planted. 

Permanent plants, such as aspara- 
gus and rhubarb, should be placed 
in corners of the garden, where they 
will not be disturbed during the 
operations of plowing and cultiva- 
tion. A bed of strawberries ypu be 
found very productive for the atmount 
of care necessary, but should be 
changed at least once in two years, 
and the ground planted to some- 
thing else. Beds of lettuce, beets 
and onions need not be changed, but 
can be used from year to year if 
they are well fertilized before plant- 
ing.

Good Progress Towards Union 
Being Made. 

In a description of the progress 

which is being made with the Cape 


to Cairo telegraph, a writer in the 
Glasgow Herald states that the line 
has now reached Udjidji, the capital 
and chief town of German WDast 
Africa, which is on the castern shore 
of ‘‘Lake Tanganyika.’’ For the 
moment construction work is sus- 
pended while the route northward is 
carefully surveyed and the sections 
of the line that have been erected are 
got into thorough working — order. 
From a purely commercial point of 
view the line is fully coming up to, 
if not excceding, the expectations 
that were formed concerning it. When 
the work of construction is recom- 
menced the route will probably be 
along the eastern shore of the Vic- 
torin Nyanza, and will then strike 
due north to the town of Rosares, 
which is the southernmost point of 
the Soudanese telegraph system, A 
junction will be effected here be 
tween the two lines, and the scheme 
for a ‘‘Cape to Cairo’ telegraph 
will then be an accomplished fact. 
The engineers of the line are, how- 
ever, faced with a difficulty in their 
preparations for carrying it forward 
to Udjidji, inasmuch as the country 
for a distance of 100 miles through

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THE IRON HAND IN POLAND. 


Are Subject. 


In the Czar’s last ukase a general} 
Promise was given of a revision of 
the regulations governing the posi- 
tion of foreign nationalities in c 
tain parts of the Russian Empire. 
Poles are the people chiefly affected, 
and an account of their present legal 
status is published which helps to 
explain the irreconcilable bitterness 
toward the Government which marks 
the popular attitude. 


In the code of laws they are de- 
scribed only as “‘persons of Polish 
origin,” and as ‘‘natives of the 


West Territory andthe Czardom of 
Poland.”’ They may not acquire 
land, although their inherited habits 
are agricultural. They cannot be- 
queath land as they choose, and the 
compulsory sales of estates broken 
up among collateral branches,  to- 
gether with the exclusion of Poles 
from land purchases, have led to 
many properties falling into the hand 
of local officials at low prices. 
Poles are not by practice allowed 
to fill local official posts. Those 
who enter the ¢ivil service get re- 
mote appointments, in Siberia or the 
Caucasus. In the army they are! 
drafted into remote regiments, and 
the maximum of senior or staff offi- 
cers who are Poles may not exceed 
a low percentage. 

Those who enter State civil service 
must exchange into orthodox com- 
munion. The Polish language is 
completely forbidden in the West} 
Territory. It may not be spoken in| 
any public assembly. 

Shopkeepe:s must give a written 
undertaking to permit no conversa- 
tion in Polish in their establish- 
ments. Polish children must |
